RESOLUTION 

RECOGNIZING 

T H E COOK COUNTY-ROOSEVELT UNIVERSITY 
INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE STUDENT PARTNERSHIP 

WHEREAS, Cook County has partnered with Roosevelt University for the purpose of participating in 
Roosevelt University’s international intern exchange program which Roosevelt University created, in 
part, for the purpose of exposing international exchange students to American institutions; and 

WHEREAS, Roosevelt University is currently hosting twenty-two (22) international exchange students 
from Beijing, China, who arrived in August of 2009; however, these international exchange students, 
while being graduate students working towards a Masters Degree in Public Administration and 
participating in Roosevelt University’s year long international exchange program, are not traditional 
exchange students; and 

WHEREAS, the twenty-two (22) international exchange students are also public servants of Beijing, 
China, as they are all employees of the Beijing Municipal Statistical Bureau (BMSB); and 

WHEREAS, the BMSB has very stringent screening criteria for its students and it is clear that the 
students which it sends to Roosevelt University are its best and brightest; the exchange students take 
several examinations to be selected into the program; and 

WHEREAS, the BMSB, which has 6000 employees, is a Chinese government agency similar to our 
Federal Census Bureau; most of the exchange students are involved in gathering and analyzing 
demographic data; their educational backgrounds are varied and include, but are not limited to, 
information technology, law, and human resources; and 

WHEREAS, the twenty-two (22) international exchange students will complete their graduate work in 
public administration in May of 2010; and, many of the exchange students already possess other graduate 
degrees; and 

WHEREAS, through its partnership with Roosevelt University, Cook County has accepted six (6) 
exchange students for placement as voluntary, uncompensated interns in the Office of the President, the 
Office of the Chief Financial Officer, and the Department of Planning and Development; and 

WHEREAS, Roosevelt University has placed the remaining exchange students with government 
agencies at the federal and municipal level, as well as with nonprofit organizations; and 

WHEREAS, this is the second group of international exchange students which Roosevelt University 
hosts from Beijing, China; the first group hosted came in the year 2007, and Cook County then accepted 
four (4) exchange students for placement as interns. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that 
Roosevelt University is hereby lauded for its important role in educating and exposing international 
exchange students to American institutions; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners welcomes the six (6) 
Beijing Municipal Statistical Bureau employees and wishes them great success in their educational and 
public service endeavors.

Carmel Parish in Tenafly, New Jersey, Associate Pastor at the Cathedral of the Epiphany in Venice, 
Florida; and 

WHEREAS, during his retirement, he continued to work part-time assisting in weekend masses in the 
Cathedral of the Epiphany in Venice, Florida; and 

WHEREAS, Father Joel will be greatly missed and his family, friends, and community will truly feel the 
loss of his presence amongst us.

WHEREAS, bom Richard John Osacky in 1946 to an Orthodox Christian mother and a Roman Catholic 
father. Archbishop Job grew up on the Southwest side of Chicago; and

spanned North Dakota to the Western border of Pennsylvania; he stewarded vigorous growth with a 
number of new mission parishes; and 

WHEREAS, in 2006, Archbishop Job helped the Orthodox Church navigate a financial scandal; for his 
bravery and vision he was commended this past year by the newly elected Church leader. Metropolitan 
Johah; and 

WHEREAS, through his spiritual dispensations. Archbishop Job guided countless many on their personal 
faith journeys; he focused on the spiritual nourishment of every individual he encountered; and 

WHEREAS, Archbishop Job leaves to mourn several cousins, as well as his beloved Church family and 
a host of friends.

WHEREAS, formally educated at McNeil Elementary School in Crawfordsville, Arkansas, Mr. Digby 
left McNeil High School to join his older brother, John, Jr., in Chicago to pursue work; a strong believer 
in education, Mr. Digby later finished his high school studies at age 25 at Phillips High School; he then 
earned an Associates Degree in Criminal Justice and a Bachelor’s Degree in Business Administration, in 
addition to completing several hours of graduate work at the FBI Academy in Quantico, Virginia; and 

WHEREAS, in 1961, Mr. Digby met the love of his life, Christine; they were blessed with six children 
and a loving marriage which lasted for 45 years; and 

WHEREAS, drafted in 1963, Mr. Digby served his Country honorably in the Vietnam War from 1963 to 
1965 as a member of the United States Army; and

years; he advanced through the ranks as a Police Officer, a Sergeant and a Eieutenant; and

Elliott, Sr. and Eucy (Allen) Elliott; and

his life, evidenced by the care and consideration with which he treated others; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Elliott was one of only 11 African Americans to graduate from Tilden Technical High 
School in Chicago; he went on to pursue college studies at the University of Illinois, Chicago campus at 
Navy Pier; and 

WHEREAS, during his college years, Mr. Elliott was drafted into the United States Army; he served in 
the Korean conflict and was honorably discharged in 1953; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Elliott enjoyed an illustrious career spanning 38 years with the Illinois Department of 
Employment Security; he repeatedly was appointed to positions with increasing responsibility and scope, 
in his final position, Mr. Elliott served as the Executive Director of the Illinois Department of 
Employment Security’s Board of Review; he served in this capacity for five years before retiring on 
December 31, 1992; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Elliott met his wife-to-be, Dolores, at work; she was a fellow co-worker at the Illinois 
Department of Employment Security and, on November 13, 1955, the two wed; they shared a remarkable 
54 years of wedded bliss; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Elliott and Dolores were active in their community and served their Nation as well; 
they volunteered with Dr. Martin Euther King, Jr.’s Breadbasket in Chicago, continuing on with 
Operation PUSH and the Rainbow PUSH Coalition under the direction of the Reverend Jesse E. Jackson, 
Sr.; the couple devoted countless volunteer hours supporting voter registration programs, programs that 
fed the hungry, community organizing efforts, as well as economic development and education efforts;

WHEREAS, Mrs. Johnson was Ebony Fashion Fair’s director and producer from 1961 onward; the show 
was made possible through Mrs. Johnson’s shrewd business sense, impeccable fashion taste, and sheer 
determination; more than 4,000 shows have been held and more than $55 million has been raised for

WHEREAS, Mrs. Johnson’s father, a doctor, and her mother, a high school principal and a teacher at 
Selma University, (which had been co-founded by Mrs. Johnson’s maternal grandfather) instilled the 
importance of education in Mrs. Johnson; Mrs. Johnson donated the profits from Ebony Fashion Fair to 
historically Black Universities; and

WHEREAS, in the past 40 years, the number of cases of cervical cancer and the number of deaths from 
cervical cancer have decreased significantly; this decline is the result of many women getting regular Pap 
tests, which can find cervical precancer before it turns into cancer; the importance of undergoing an 
annual Pap test cannot be stressed enough in the prevention of cervical cancer; and 

WHEREAS, cervical cancer tends to occur in midlife; most cases are found in women younger than age 
50; cervical cancer rarely develops in women younger than age 20; however, almost 20% of women with 
cervical cancer are diagnosed when they are over age 65; and 

WHEREAS, in the United States, Hispanic women have the highest rate of cervical cancer; this rate is 
more than double what is encountered in non-Hispanic, white women; African American women develop 
cervical cancer about 50% more often than non-Hispanic white women; and 

WHEREAS, HPV - Human Papillomaviruses - is a group of viruses that can infect the cervix, and 
contraction of these viruses is the cause of almost all cervical cancers; there now exists a vaccine that can 
immunize young women from the two cervical cancer causing strains of HPV; and 

WHEREAS, although great strides in medicine have been made to curb the occurrence of this cancer, 
there is still much progress to be made; to honor Cervical Cancer Awareness Month support those 
individuals who are currently fighting the disease, and disseminate information about cervical cancer.
